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NORTHERN MOTOR BILL. 
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THE INSURANCE CLAUSES. 

The second reading of the Motor Vehicles 
and Road Traffic Bill will be moved by the 
Northern Minister of Home Affairs (Sir 
Dawson Bates) in the Northern Parliament 
on Tuesdey. 

One of the main provisions in the bill is com 
pulsory insurance against third-party risks by 
all motorists. The penaity for contravention 
15 a fine not exceeding £60; imprisonment for 
a period not exceeding t months, cr both, 
and disqualification of licence for twelve 
months. 

Provision is also made to enable public 
service véhiclés to ca mals, and for the 
vapénditure by local authorities in the pro- 
vision and maintenatice of signals for the con.

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In his final lecture.of the Lady Ardilaun 
series on “ Women “and the French Ideal ” 
at Alexandra College, Dublin, yesterday, 
Professor Robert Balmain Mowat, M.A., 
of Corpus Christi College, Oxford, Pro- 
fessor of History in the University at 
Bristol, took as his subject ‘‘ The French 
Genius.” : 

The subject of nationalism, which, he 
said, was what the question really meant, 
had been greatly written about in France, 
and had occasionally attracted attention 
in tis, as well as in other, countries. 
Montesquieu was, ve he first to begin 
scientific discussion and analysis of this 
now greatly absorbing matter, and towards 
the end of the eighteenth and the be- 
ginning of the nineteenth centuries the 
subject began to attract the attention of 
philosophers and historians, Perhaps, the 
first man to deal with French nationalism 
and French national character itself was 
Joseph de Maistre, whe.came to the con- 
clusion that the French people were dis- 
tinguished above all others by being wholly 
national, and regarding their nationalism 
with a simple, sincere and burning passion. 
Madame de Stael was one of the great 
exponents of that subtle and dominating 
emotion. Her book, “De. l’Allemagne,”’ 
was the first interpretation of the German 
genius, which she analysed and compared 
with the French, and for the first time 
gave it its proper place amongst the 
cultures of the late eighteenth and early 
nineteenth centuries. 

The appreciation of nationalism, if it 
meant anything, was a feeling or concep- 
tion which, far from- making people feel 
cut off from, or independent. of, contact with 
others, should. make them. feel. their com- 
munity, or solidarity, with others in the 
family of nations; for nationalism, in the 
deepest sense of the word, was a reasoned, 
dignified and just; but not exaggerated, 
conception. of the outstanding charac- 
teristics of ones own people, with an 
appreciation of-what other peoples regard 
as their outstanding characteristics. The 
Germans, fora hundred years, had been 
regardéd as the most typically philo- 
sophical people in Europe. Their character 
was to excel in metaphysics. The Germans 
were metaphysical, transcendental and 
philosophic. The Hungarians excelled in 
music. The Irish had been described as 
vivaciaus, poetical, adventurous overseas ; 
the Dutch had been noted for their solid, 
honourable commercial qualities, their 
strom hold on realities; the Spaniards 
were dignified. It would be difficult to 
say What were the outstanding qualities of 
the English; for it was, indeed, hard to 
say who the English people were. When 
looked at closely, one found that, in the 
higher Government circles, at any rate, 
they were really Irishmen or Scotsmen. 


THE CLASSICAL TRADITION. 

The French had always—at any rate 
since the time of Descartes, in the seven- 
teenth century=been ‘regarded as pai 
excellence the. people who excelled in 
lucidity and clearness of thought—some- 
thing expressed so well br the word 
clarité, precise, exact, and, within limits, 
perfect. Throughout the last three 
hundred years the French tongue-had been 
adopted as the language of diplomacy. The 
German tongue was probably far and away 
the best of European tongues for dealing 
with metaphysics, and for accommodating 
itself to the introduction of new words. 
applicable to the higher philosophies. 
The French ‘“toneuc,“°white’ not so 
readily adaptable to new developments, 
was supreme for works of ititernational 
law, supreme, indeed, for diplomacy, 
treaty-making, and for mathematics. It 
was the language still most current in 
learned circles, as well as in administra- 
tive circles. The reason for this excellence 
ol the French tongue was simple enough, 
if they went back in history. Since the 
fall of Rome, from the fifth century, 
France had been the repository of the 
classical tradition, which had almost gone 
out in the dark ages and seemed to have 
perished entirely in Germany, in Great 
Britain and even in Italy. However, the 
monasteries and schools of France, 
fostered throughout the classical renais- 
sance which came down into the eighteenth 
century as a fully-matured tradition. The 
classical tradition of the Fre..ch was em- 
bodied an their poetry, which was the 
most formed and consistent in its rules 
and methods. It was seen clearly in their 
plays, in their prose, and in their 
sculpture, and was permanent in their 
architecture, which made Paris the most 
classically developed city of modern times 
on the whole Continent. 

Count Hermn Keyserling, in his 
recently published book called ‘‘ Europe,’’ 
took thé French as the people who are, as 
it were the spiritual home of all those 
who wish to have a second country. 
According to him everyone would natur- 
ally put his own country first. and 
if asked would then choose France .s 
second. The Count supported this by a 
elaborately conducted argument, in which 
he pictured France as a beautiful garden— 
not as people thought of England as a 
garden—but rather as a market-varden, all 
made useful, where evervthing Was not 
merely opnamentaland beautiful, but had 
its utiliby. 

Through that outheek upon life, and on 
their own part of the world as a varden 
to be cultivated, there came a certain 
and ritythm which Count 
Kevserling thought» wasetheir great con- 
tribution. France was nR country whieh 
had been ealled volntinie— Its fyovernment 
nad changed: eftemer than anv other in 
Kurope in the nineteentl-century ; but 
despite the changes at the 4op of the Con. 
stitution, France remained €hroughout the 
same, |

A COMPARISON. 

Pursuing the question, what was the 
particular contribution made by France 
that other nations enjoyed; the lecturer 
said that it was almost impossible when 
dealing with the genius of one nation not 
to compare it with some-ther, and one 
naturally thought of Germany, France's 
great neighbcur. Germany, and to some 
extent England, had shown a remarkable 
capacity £68 throwing up great geniuses, 
towering fignfes ~like Luther, Goethe, 
Kant, who were world-shakers in their 
own time. E ad-pointed to Shakespeare 
and Milton. _ The German philosopher 
whom b: had Been studying explained 
that as” beigg’ due to the fact that the 
general “level “hati never been extremely 
high, and that towering geniuses tended to 
come out of a society where the level 
was not relatively high, and where the 
genius was not afraid of ridicule. France, 
was a country where ridicule killed. France, 
in contrast with Germany, was a country 
which produced a comparatively large 
élite. The French had developed a critica] 
faculty connected with their sense of irony 
and wit, and probably due to their strong 
classical tradition. France had main- 
tained g high standard of criticism and 
intellectual output, and had developed a 
large class of selected people—the ¢lite— 
superio£€ in number t@ that of any other 
country? . 

It was certainly remarkable that in a 
nation which wa: one of the most advanced 
in litexature, one “6f the outstanding 
nations‘of Europe for the last six hundred 
years, ‘a nation which had _ con- 
tribu a very large number of the 
ideas scientific, artistic, political and 
literary, on which modern progress was 
based—that in such a nation women had, 
as a whole, little political power. France 
was, he thought, thé last of the great 
Powers of the world in which woman did 


St, Luke. 

St. Luke, whose festival is kept to-day, 
is the patron saint of the medical ‘pro- 
fession, and the tradition that he was a 
doctor has the support of St. Paul, who 
speaks of “ Luke, the beloved physician.”’ 
Moreover, it has been generally held that 
St. Luke, in the Gospel which bears his 
name and in the Acts of the Apostles, 
made use of technical medical language 
which ‘made‘it a virtual certainty that he 
was a doctor. A clever piece of research 
work by an Irish scholar has now, how- 
ever, disposed of this argument, but the 
tradition persists largely, suppose, 
because of his accuracy in detail and 
reference to the ministry of healing. 


Art and Weather. 


In Christian art St. Luke is regarded 
pre-eminently as the patron saint of 
painters,-and*he is generally “re nted 
as engaged in work on a picture of the 
Virgin and Child. 

There are still several pictures extant 
which are ascribed to him, but the 
genuineness of the claim is more than 
doubtful. Indeed the artist was probably 
another Luke, who lived a century later 
and was a Greek hermit. In the Middle 
Ages. many newly-formed academies were 
named after St. Luke, notably those of 
Rome, Florence “and Paris, and in 
England a elnb called ‘‘ St. Luke’s Club ”’ 
was formed by Sir Antonio Vandyke and 
held its meetings in a house in Condon, 
where the modern. Fleét street stands. St. 
Luke’s association with the weather is 
pve y more generally appreciated than 
1is patronage of art and medicine; for 
“ St. Luke’s Summer ” is the name for 
the warm spell of weather which often 


occurs, at. this time.

Pembroke’s Busy Library. 


In the first year of its existence the 
Pembroke Public Library has done a 
large amount of very useful work. At 
its opening in September, 1929, its book 
stock numbered 5,029 volumes, but this 
had been increased to 8,437 by the end 
of last month. The library has 4,010 
borrowers, or about 12 per cent. of the 
population of the urban district, and to 
these 122,699 issues of books were made. 
The average daily issue was 387 volumes. 

Pembroke is exceedingly fortunate in 
having as its first librarian the short-story 
writer and poet, who prefers to be known 
as ‘‘ Frank O'Connor. ' A native of Cork 
City, Mr. O'Connor has an establish«d 
reputation for his verse and stories; he 
came te the Pembroke Public Library 
over a year ago, and since then he has 
come to be known in Dublin as a pungent 
and sound critic of Irish literature.

They. should remem- 
ber that the French, whilst clinging. to 
their national culture, had, since the War, 
been able to count to their credit that one 
of the makers of the League of Nations 
was a French statesman; that it was a 
French statesman who contributed the 
Pact of Locarno; that France was the 
maker of the Protocol of Geneya, and it 
was a Frenchman who framed the Vact of 
Paris. Coming to the actual moment, 
there was that eminent statesman, M. 
Briand, who recently at Geneva brought 
forward the revived plan for the confedera- 
tion of Europe. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, who presided, 
moved a sincere vote of thanks to the 
lecturer. He said he regretted that he 
had not been able to attend the previous 
lectures; but, at any rate, he had read 
with great care in the Irish Times what 
was reported and reported at such gratify- 
ing length.

ike St. Bride’s and St. Michan’s, the 
earliest associations of St. Andrew's 
parish are connected with the Danes. A 
charter granted Henri de Lon 
Archbishop of Dublin, to the Dean 
Chapter of St. Patrick's in 1219, assigned 
the church to the support of the 
Precentor, as “‘there are so few 
parishioners, and the income so small that 
there is not sufficient to maintain a 
clergyman.’’ More adverse circumstances 
were to follow, however; for in 1561 the 
church was given up almost entirely to 
the tables of the money-changers. It is cn 
recom that one, John Ryan, obtained a 
twenty-one years’ lease of the rectory, the 
chapel and the cemetary, ‘‘ together with 
a garden,” for the yearly rent of 24s. 4d. 


Parliament Attends. 


To the growth of Dublin’s residential 
district without the eastern wall was due 
the revival of St. Andrew’s as an effective 
parish, so that, in the Act of 1665, above 
mentioned, several sections are devoted to 
its renewal. From that date, despite the 
destruction of the church erected in 1670, 
and that by fire of its successor, a com- 
plete parish history exists in the vestry 
books. Not the least interesting is the in- 
formation that St. Andrew’s came to be 
used as he place of worship of the Houses 
of Parliament on important occasions, the 
earliest recorded mention of such being in 
1735, while the occasional presence of the 
House of Lords is also probable. The 
closeness of this connection was shown 
when a grant of £6,000 was made for the 
completion of the building, but long before 
this had been accomplished the Parlia- 
ment itself had disappeared. 


‘At the “ Zoo.” 


The “' Zoo”’ is specially interesting just 
now, as it contains the best collection of 
carnivora it has ever held. The lions are 
always a great attraction, probably 
because of the fine stock which is raised 
in the Gardens here. Although I have 
not noticed references to it in our export 
returns, it is a fact that Dublin-reared 
lions are sent to zoological gardens in 
Europe. I have just re-visited these kings 
of beasts during their feeding time, when 
Mr. Flood, who has had nearly forty 
years’ experience as keeper and breeder, 
told me many things about the tricks and 
manners of lions in general, and his 
charges in particular. Animals captured 
in their natural, wild state, when under 
two years old, are amenable to the keeper’s 
discipline, whereas those born in captivity 
are apt to grow up more unruly owing to 
parental influence. The veteran in Mr. 
Flood’s care is in his fifteenth year. This 
is something of a record, even for Dublin, 
where the average of life is longer than 
is usual among similar beasts in captivity 
elsewhere. 


Second Sight. 


The so-called faculty of second sight 
does not seem to be nearly as common in 
the South of Ireland as it is in Ulster. A 
friend tells me that in County Donegal he 
has often had people pointed out to him 
who, it was alleged, could foresee future 
events, nearly always of a tragic nature. 
Mr. F. P. Dunne, in his “ Experiment 
with Time,’’ argued that future events are 
foreshadowed in dreams. If this be so, 
second sight might occur during a sort of 
day-dream, to which many people are 
liable. Perhaps, the most notable his- 
torical instance of second sight was the 
experience of the poet, John Donne, who 
saw, while in Paris, a vision of his wife in 
he: home in London with a dead child in 
her arms. He mentioned the vision at the 
time to his friends, and a short while 
afterwards confirmation of the actual 
event came from England. The child had 
died at approximately the same time that 
Donne saw the vision. 


Boswelt’s Credulity. 


Samuel Johnson, according to Boswell, 
returned from the famous “ Tour in the 
Hebrides’’ willing to believe in second 
sight. Explaining Johnson’s attitude and 
his own at the Literary Club, Boswell 
said: ‘‘ For my part, I avow my convic- 
tion. He (Johnson) is only willing to 
believe ; I believe. The evidence is enough 
for me, though not for his great mind. 
What will not fill a great bottle will fill a 
small bottle; I am filled with belief.’’

The decision of the Northern Govern- 
ment, with the co-operation of the Northern 
County Councils, to carry out a compre- 
hensive drainage scheme for Lough Neagh 
at a cost of nearly a million sterling, re- 
minds me of the story of a rich American 
who visited the lake. He was being driven 
round by an Antrim jarvey, who told the 
stranger with some pride that it was the 
largest lake in the British Isles; that it 
was as large as the Isle of Man, and 
touched five counties. The visitor, how- 
ever, was not impressed ; in fact, he was 
rather contemptuous. ‘“‘ Why, in my 
country, he said, “ we have lakes as big 
as Ireland, and many people have little 
ponds like this on their estates’’; and for 
the remainder of the drive he continued to 
expound the wonders of America. At last 
the drive ended, and. as the American paid 
his fare, he remarked: ‘‘ Yes, I guess I 
would like to take this little pond over 
with me for my garden.” . This was toe 
much for the already exasperated Antrim 
man.

Having condemned the 
‘* fundamental principle of Frotestantisin, the 
principle of private judgment in the matter 
of reugion,’’ the Bisiiop is reported to have 
said: ‘‘ With us Catpolics, on the othe 
hand, the Divinity of Christ ts fundamental, 
und to expiain that docirine, to define 1b and / 
to propagate it, it is necessary that every 
Catholic should understand the reasons for 
his adhering to it.’’ That is admirably put— 
and it is precisely the position of the Church 
of Yoclendl, to which Í belong. 

The speaker then proceeded to outline the 
various lines along which the Divinity of 
Christ may be proved. Now, sir, here is an 
appeal to privaie judgment. To formulate 
a proof is to make an appeal to reason, and 
the conclusion drawn must inevitably be an 
act of private judgment. There is no 
evading that simple fact. If the exercise of 
private judgment in matters of religion be 
dangerous or ultimately valueless, why invite 
its exercise by asking attention to proofs? 
If Roman Catholics be invited by their 
bishop to exercise their private judgment 
and presumably to draw from proofs their 
own conclusion, why should Protestants be 
condemned for doing the same thing? If the 
Roman Catholic Church be infallible and its 
iudgments of absolute authority, why con- 
fuse the issue by this appeal to the exercise 
of private judgment’

necessity of private judgment be evaded.

“The time is more important for 
endeavouring to estimate Virgil’s place as 
a master mind,’’ Dr. Mackail said, 
“ft because the age in which he lived and 
upon which he put his impress is in many 
ways so like our own. Like our own, it) 
was a wrecked and dislocated world that 
hung on the efige of moral and material 
bankruptcy. ‘fowards its reconstruction 
and recovery the whole effort of the new 
generation had to assembled and 
applied ; but the task was one which ex- 
tended beyond the political, military and 
economic sphere of statesmen, generals 
and financiers. Exhaustion had followed 
the collapse. Faith and hope had all but 
succumbed; honour, patriotism, mag- 
nanimity had decayed. The hot embers 
of sullen discontent and savage hatred 
smouldered ewerywhere. To launch the 
world afresh a new ideal had to be set 
up—a great ethical and imaginative im- 
pulse had to be given. This ideal Virgil 
presented, and in virtue of it he takes his 
lace not merely as a poet and prophet, 
ut as the joint founder of the majestic 
structure of the Roman Empire. 

CREATOR OF A GREAT IDEAL. 

“ Virgil is the foremost name in Latin 
oetry ; but he also combines in himself, 
in an unique way and to a unique extent, 
the racial amd cultural elements of the 
Latin civilisation, upon which our own 
civilisation is based, in the = triple 
organisation of the family, the State and 
the Empire. Standing at the point of 


junction between two worlds, he is the 


interpreter—we may even call him the 
creator—of « great ideal which was at once 
political, social and religious. 

“The littde volume of select poems, or 
Eclogues, published by Virgil at the age 
of thirty-three, gave him immediate and 
universal fame. They were a new voice in 
poetry. Still tentative and uncertain, but 
with a grave sweetness, a melodiousness of 
language und beauty of phrasing pre- 
viously un known, they brought him to the 
notice of what was already becoming an 
imperial ccmrt, and it was at the instance 
of Mecenys, the Home Secretary and 
Minister of Reconstruction (to use 
modern phrases) of the Central

*“Viryil had from early years contem- 
plated the writing of a Latin epic. He 
had never lost sight of that design.

On Thursday the Duke of Gloucester left 
London’ to represent the King at the 
coronation of Ras Tafari as King of the 
Kings of Ethiopia. This high-sounding 
title dates from the end of the thirteenth 
century, when the capital, owing to 
Mohammedan pressure, was moved from 
Axum to Gondar, and the 
assumed the dignity of Negusa Nagast 
Za-Itjopja. Seldom, however, can it have 
been earned so well as it has been earned

Zauditu gave way to panic. In her alarm 
she retaliated, in 1928, with the episode 
known as ‘‘the Palace Revolt,’’ which 
Ras Tafari suppressed without bloodshed. 
His reward was his coronation as Negus 
on October 7th of that year—perhaps, the 
chief turning-point in his history. 

The Negus had but to avoid a mistake 
to obtain all. No mistake was made. When 
Ras Gugsa, the Empress’s husband and 
the Governor of Begemeder, made the law- 
lessness of the Azebu Gallas an oppor- 
tunity for rebellion, and sought to inflame 
the whole North with the canard that Ras 
Tafari was no true son of the Coptic 
Church, the new Negus was not caught 
napping. . -roplanes, hastily acquired, 
dropped manifestoes in Ras Gugsa’s 
province, signed by the Abuna and the 
bishops, enjoining loyalty upon the people. 
Ras Gugsa, abandoned by those whom he 
had hoped to dupe, died bravely; the 
Empress, his wife, survived him by only 
The Negus had become Negusa 
Nagast. Other chieftains who had waited 
upon the fence came down heavily in 
favour of the Government; a loose con- 
federation at last was again a well-knit 
empire. When we remember the small 
cost at which Ras Tafari accomplished 
his success—only a thousand men fell on 
both sides in the final battle with Ras 
Gugsa—and the rivers of blood which in 
the past have marked Ethiopia’s domestic 
disturbances, we can begin to appreciate 
the new monarch’s full worth. Ethiopia 
is the one exception to the lament that 
there “are no more kings in Africa.” 
The Pharaohs were swamped by the 
Persians; the House of Jenzangacona fell 
at. Ulundi, as its greatest member 
prophesied ; Egypt’s new dynasty became 
royal only in our own time, and the 
Caliphs are but a name. The proud boast 
of the Ethiopian rulers to be in direct 
succession to the son of Solomon and the 
Queen of Sheba may, or may not, have 
foundation in fact; but no one can deny 
that their origin goes back to the earliest 
times.

Virgil was born two thousand years ago, 
and the bimillenary honours to his 
memory have culminated during the 
present week, They were observed 
throughout Europe—in Mantua which 
begat him, in Rome whose epic he made, 
in France who has been his peculiar 
devotee, in Spain who once placed him 
among the Prophets. Dublin University 
was represented at the memorial meetings 
in London, If we ask for the secret of 
Virgil’s sway over: the highest minds of 
all later ages, we ask a question that no 
man has answered to any man’s satisfac- 


tion save his own, Virgil was not the 


: | 
2Eneid is not the greatest 

it is surely the noblest poem that ever 
was written to order. Whatever Augustan 
Rome may have thought, posterity holds 
ZEneas a prig. Turnus, we feel now, is 
the real hero of the Aineid, even as, in 
Milton‘s own despite, Satan, not Adam, is 
the real hero of “ Paradise Lost.” Yet 
Virgil’s untranslatable magic shines 
throughout the Aineid as it shines 
throughout the LEclogues and the 
Georgics. Any man with a moderate 
equipment of Latin may approach him, 
and it is not with him, as it is with so 
many great, yet smaller, poets, that 
‘“‘what we bring we find.” 

A thousand critics have catalogued 
Virgil’s seizable virtues, There is his 
profound love of nature, his perfect de- 
scriptions of it, and the subtle atmosphere 
with which he clothed his haunts of 
ancient peace. There is the ringing note 
in which he told the Romans how— - 


Time and the ocean and some fostering 
star, 


In high cabal, have made us what we are. 
There is the unsurpassed beauty of 
phrase, the immortal line, the lonely word 
|that carries all the charm of all the 
muses. These and many other felicities 
the critic can capture, but Virgil’s spell 
lurks also in the undefined residuum. By 
that spell, which is sometimes the mere 
sound and collocation of his words, he 
brings balm to our souls, becoming the 
companion of our hopes, the sharer and 
divider of our troubles. He understands 
not only man’s majesty, but his littleness. 
He knows that there is an end to glory 
as to toil—that there are tears in things— 
and, as we share his sigh, we are 
strengthened to face thé doubtful doom of 
human kind. From an hour with Virgil 
we come refreshed as from an hour in the 
solitude of an Italian garden. So, as 
Catullus is the poet of youth, and Horace 
the poet of our middle years, Virgil is the 
poet of age. Sometimes, under the sudden 
spell of the only half-dozen lines from 
Virgil that he remembers, even a city man 
forgets the common world. : 

Virgil owes some debt to Irish scholar- 
but how much does not Ireland 
owe to Virgil? li we send our 
imagination back through the centuries, 
may we not see his influence as a golden 


ship, 


gleam upon the stormy horizon of Irish 
history? Virgil was studied in our early 
monasteries. The most austere of the Irish 
missionaries who brought Christianity 
back to the Continent carried him in their 
robes ; and some of them, perhaps, found 
Christ, or a vision of Christ—quem videt aut 
vidisse putat—in the Messianic Eclogue.

Irish Manners. 


We do not know whether the politeness 
for which Irishmen have acquired an 
international reputation connotes good 
behaviour in general, or merely a certain 
superficial respect for courteous niceties. 
Professor James Douglas, of Queen’s 
University, Belfast, wh» spoke on the 
subject recently, seems to incline to the 
latter interpretation. Referring to the 
Irish people, he said: ‘‘ The lower orders 
have a natural courtesy not excelled, and 
perhaps hardly .equalled, in any other 
country.” We should like to believe— 
and, for that matter, we always have 
believed—that our national repute “was 
justified not only in the narrower, but in 
its broader application, and we view with 
some concern certain recent incidents 
that discredit it. There has been within 
the past year or two a succession of 
stormy and unpleasant incidents—gener- 
ally at public dance-halls and places of 
amusement—which seems to imply that 
the younger generation of Ireland has 
forgotten its manners entirely. The 
latest illustration was provided by the 
trial of seven young men at Dundalk 
yesterday for damage of property and 
unruly conduct at a village hall; and it 
appeared during the proceedings that 
similar outbreaks were far from uncommon 
in the district. Dublin, too, has more 
than its share of rowdy incidents, which 
are not the prerogative of the lower 
classes, but too often are the result of 
undergraduate ebullition. We grant that 
in most cases the authors of the trouble 
are drunk, but since when have Irishmen 
forgotten how to carry their drink like 
gentlemen? T'.e national reputation is far 
more likely to suffer from such resurgences 
of the “ ape ” instinct than from the 
prevalence of ‘‘ high-powered ”’ language, 
which, when all has been said, is a very 
human impulse, é:

Half-an-hour before 
the gates were open a queue had formed, 
and a little later the building was fuller 
than it had been at any time yesterday. 
It was stated to-day that the attendance 
on Thursday was nearly twenty-five per 
cent. lower than it had n on the open- 
ing day last year, despite which the motor 
manufacturers were congratulating them- 
selves on the results. It is on the opening 
day chiefly that the big advance orders 
are placed, and these were forthcoming in 
quite substantial numbers. Orders for 
many thousands of pounds were given, 
and it is somewhat significant that much 
of this money represents orders for expen- 
sive cars, though the trade anticipated 
that, with the remarkable value offered 
in low-priced cars this year and with the 
prevailing scarcity of money, business in 
the cheaper models would predominate. 
To-day the baby cars were attracting an 
enormous amount of attention—particu- 
larly among the representatives from the 
United States. 


The Round Table Conference. 


" Government circles expect that the 
Indian Round Table Conference will be 
opened on Monday, November 10th; for 
all the delegates will have arrived in 
London by Friday next, and there will be 
a preliminary meeting on that day or the 
next. The proceedings will take place in 
Queen Anne’s drawing-room at St. James's 
Palace, where the plenary sittings of the 
Naval Conference were held. Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald, in all probability, will presi< 
over the Conference, which will be one of 
the largest ever held, since it will includ: 
sixteen native Princes representing th: 
States of India, sixty-three representatives 
of British India, and thirteen representa 
tives of the British Government. In order 
to provide for the comfort of the repre- 
sentatives ‘special heating arrangements 
have been made in the Palace, since 
was found during the course of the Nava! 
Conference that the draughts were unbear- 
able.

Lady Londonderry’s Activities.

Prime Ministers and the delegates attend- 
ing the Imperial Conference on Monday 
next at Londonderry House, Park Lane. 
Her town house is suited extraordinarily 
well for receptions of this sort, since it has 
some very fine reception rooms. On the 
following Monday Lady Londonderry will 
give another of a long series of political 
entertainments, when she will hold the 
“ Eve of the Opening of Parliament ”’ re- 
ception for the Conservative Party. These 
receptions are very large and formal 
affairs, and really are among the few r 

maining social links with the days of 
Victoria and Edward. 

The Liberal Leader. 

The appearance of Mr. Lloyd George at 
the Liberal Conference at Torquay, with 
his absolute command of the gathering, has 
not escaped the attention of politicians 
here, and it is remarked that the Libera! 
leader is likely to come to the front again 
before long. It is thought that he intends 
to take a definite line on certain questions 
when Parliament meets, and to persevere 
therein whatever the consequences may be. 
Much depends, of course, on the relations 
existing between himself and the Prime 
Minister at the meeting of Parliament, but 
at the moment these are none too cordial, 
in consequence of the presumption that the 
Prime Minister was attacking Mr. Lloyd 
George—an inference which has been re- 
pudiated by Mr. Macdonald. In any event 
it is thought that Mr. Lloyd George's 
movements in the immediate future wil] 
be worth watching. 


A Famous Shot. 


Major Sir Richard Whieldon Barnett, 
who died at his home, Park Lodge, Park 
Village West, at five o'clock this morning, 
was sixty-seven years of age, and one ol 
Bisley’s most familiar figures. A brilliant 
rifle shot, he took a keen interest in the 
sport, and had attended the Bisley meet- 
ing with unfailing regularity for many 
years. In rifle. shgoting he represented 
Ireland in international matches for th: 
Elcho Shield on no fewer than thirty-seven 
occasions—twice making the “ record ”’ 
score. In 1908 he was one of the twelve 
representatives of the United Kingdom at 
the Olympic Games. He was captain of 
the winning team in the Lords versus 
Commons match at Bisley between 1921 
and 1928. For some years he had been :

A milestone has been reached in the 
work of the Imperial Conference. After 
guany days the heads of the delegations 

'“have now completed tneir pre- 
liminary discussions on the whole 
agenda of the Conference, and have 
remitted to committees the various 
questions included in the agenda.”’ 

This thrilling announcement was made 
to-day, and we learnt that the heads of 
delegations now have decided to rest on 
their oars. No further meetings will be 
held until the committees begin to send 
in their reports. The imperia! statesmen 
at last will be able to disport themselves 
on the golf links or to kill time in what- 
ever manner seems best to them. 

This week-end the leaders of the New 
Zealand and Newfoundland delegations, 
with their ladies, will be the guests of the 
Prime Minister at Chequers, and will be 
joined there for lunch on Sunday by the 
other members of the New Zealand and 
South African delegations. 

All next week committees will be hard 
at work, because the Conference is anxious 
to get its reports as quickly as possible; 
but a tremendous amount cf detailed dis- 
cussion must be gone through before even 
the least important of the committees will 
be able to report back to the heads. 


COUNTLESS QUESTIONS. 

I have been trying to discover how many 
questions have been referred by the heads 
of delegations to committees and sub- 
committees, and have lost count between 
sixty and seventy. This will give the man- 
in-the-street some rough idea of the really 
enormous amount of work that the Con- 
ference must complete before its members 
can set sail for their severa] homes across 
the seas. 

So far no decisions have been taken on 
anything. The delegation chiefs gracefully 
have entrusted committees with almost 
everything, and until these hard-working 
bodies report back nothing definite can 
be done. Several of them met to-day. The 
Committee on Arbitration and Disarma- 
ment held its third meeting under the 
presidency of Mr. Maurice Dupré, of 
Canada, and discussed the draft Disarma- 
ment Convention. We were told that “a 
large measure of agreement ” was reached 
on general principles, but what this means 
did not transpire. 


DISARMAMENT TALKS.

I always was under the 
impression that matters of this latter kind 
were left to the discretion of the sergeant- 
major, whose ideas of discipline are good 
enough for most of us. We live in demo- 
cratic times, and nothing less than a sub. 
committee of the Imperial Conference is 
sufficient to stipulate how many days’ C.B. 
the soldier or sailor must endure when he 
is “ crimed.’’ 

Prize law is something of which my 
knowledge is nil. My ignorance seems to 
be shared by quite a number of His 
Majesty’s civil servants. 

Yet another sub-committee met to-day 
to talk about the form of commercial 
This is one of the Free State’s 
long suits, and it is fairly certain that in 
future any Dominion that wishes to con- 
clude a commercial—or, for that matter, 
any other—treaty with a foreign Power 
will be at liberty to do so without the inter- 
ference of any Paul Pry from the Foreign 
Office. , 


BLACKTHORNS FOR ABYSSINIA. 


If the Saorstat wants to make a treaty 
with Abyssinia concerning the export of 
blackthorn sticks to that ancient Empire, 
Whitehall will kindly mind its own busi- 
ness. Presumably, an Irish Minister at 
Aldis Abbaba will transact the necessary 
business in close co-operation with his 
Ethiopian colleague in Dublin. The days 
of Foreign Office mediation are drawing to 
a close, 


THE EMPIRE TRIBUNAL. 


The full Sankey Committee, having re- 
ferred these and other matters to sub- 
committees, has been discussing at some 
length the more important issues that have 
been sent on to it by the delegation 
heads. One of these is the Empire 
tribunal. This is probably the most vital 
of all the topics which Lord Sankey and 
his colleagues have to consider. Some of 
the delegates have become all hot and 
bothered over it. On the one hand, the 
more conservative among them take the 
view that the Privy Council is good 
enough for all practical purposes, and 
that another tribunal within the T7 npire 
would lead only to additional confusion. 
On the other hand, one or two delegates 
from Dominions that shall be name- 
less seem to have an irresistible gradh 
for The Hague. They would prefer 
foreigners to arbitrate in their disputes, 
and apparently would like nothing better 
than to run over to Holland a couple of 
times a year with imperial tittle-tattle. 
Nevertheless, some form of imperial 
tribunal probably will emerge sooner or 
later from the deliberations of the Sankey 
Committee. Whether it will replace the 
Privy Council and the International Court 
ol Justice at The Hague—in respect of 
imperial disputes—or be complementary 
to both or either remains to be seen, 


ADVICE TO THE KING. 


Lord Sankey and his colleagues also are 
discussing the problems of advice to the 
King, the issue of full powers, the issue of 
exsequaturs to foreign Consuls, and the 
phraseology of official documents, 

I should like at this point to deny the 
suggestion that any delegates have advo- 
cated the use of the words é chara and 
mise le meas in official documents. The 
matter never has been mentioned, and I 
am surprised that the statement should 
have gained eredence anywhere. The poor 
experts have enough to worry them 
already. 

Up to the present no decisions of any 
kind -have been taken in respect of the 
matters that have been referred to the 
Sankey Committee and passed on by it to 
committees and sub-committees of ex- 
perts. Every committee will prepare 
its own report, which will be submitted to 
Lord Sankey and his coadjutors. They 
then will draft a report more or Jess on 
the lines of the Balfour Report of 1926, 
and it will be for the heads of delegations 
to accept, reject or amend this document 
as they may think fit. The last word on 
everything will rest with the heads. That 
is why they need a rest. 

Other committees that met this after- 
noon were those of Statistics and 
Research. I beg the pardon of the latter 
body. It is neither a committee nor a 
sub-committee, but a ‘‘ sub-conference,”’ 
which apparently is something entirely 
different. Just what it is I do not profess 
to know, but as one of its tasks is the 
investigation of problems of the preserva- 
tion and transport of food, it is of some 
importance to the Free State. 

The Committee of Statistics is keeping 
some imperial mathematicians awake at 
nights. It seems that existing data are 
insufficient to give the uninitiated public 
a proper idea of the number of every: 
thing that éxists in the Empire. The 
square root of minus one is only a flea- 
bite in comparison with some of the 
posers that have been brought before thie 
august body, and if Professor Einstein 
were ‘‘a citizen of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations.” instead of a mere 
German, he doubtless would have been 
pressed into service long ago. 

Seriously, the work of the Conference is 
progressing—in the tortuous way that 
a assembles have. After next week 
we probably shal] have some recommenda- 
tions on a number of trivial ints.

COLUMBIA TO TRY 
FROM BALDONNEL. 


EARLY IN NOVEMBER.

Captain Erroll Boyd and Lieutenant 
arry Connor, the two airmen who flew 
across the Atlantic last week, intend 
making a return journey from East to 
West in the first week of November. 
Captain Erroll Boyd said yesterday :— 
“We hope to start from Baldonnel, in 
ireland, about the first week in 
November. The Columbia, the mono- 
plane which has already flown the Atlantic 
twice in three years, will be used again, 
as we have very great confidence in her 
after her splendid record. She is now 
five years old—quite an advanced age for 
an aeroplane—but we would rather trust 
her than any other for the Atlantic 
flight. We intend following the steamer 
route, and our objective will be New- 
foundland or Nova Scotia. If it seems 
advisable to take a more southerly course, 
we will do so. We will carry 450 gallons 
of petrol, and are contemplating carrying 
wireless on this trip purely for trans- 
mitting purposes. We are making very 
careful preparations, and if it does not 
appear advisable to attempt the flight we 
will postpone it until weather conditions 
are more favourable.’ 


FORMER TRANS-ATLANTIC 
FLIGHTS. 

September, 1927—Attempted flight of 
Captain McIntosh and Colonel J. C. Fitz- 
maurice in Fokker monoplane, the Prin 
cess Xenia. Bad weather over the Atlantic 
forced the two airmen to jettison their 
main petrol supply and make for home, 
where a forced landing was efiected on 
Beale Strand, Ballybunion, Co. Kerry. 
Subsequently the Princess Xenia, renamed 
The Spider, made notable flights with the 
Duchess of Bedford and @aptain Barnard, 
particularly the famous flight to Karachi 
and back. 

April 12-13, 1928—First trans-Atlantic 
flight from East to West by the German 
Junkers monoplane, Bremen, with Ger- 
man-lrish crew, composed of the late 
Baron von Huenefeld, sponsor of the 
flight; Captain Herman Kohl and Colonel 
J. C. Fitzmaurice, then officer command- 
ing the Irish Free State Air Corps. After 
a hazardous flight and after being nearly 
forty hours in the air, a landing was 
eilected on Greenly Island, Straits’ of 
Belle Isle, between Newfoundland and 
mainland of Canada. Bremeri monoplane 
badly damaged in landing on ice-covered 
lake and has never flown since. She is 
now hung in Central Railway Station, 
New York. 

June 24-25, 1930—Flight. of Wing-Com- 
mander Kingsford-Smith, Captain J. P. 
Saul, Irish navigator; Mr. Van. Dyk, 
Dutch assistant pilot, and Mr. J. W. 
Stannage, wireless operator, in Southern 
Cross s‘okker monoplane from Baldonnel 
to Harbour Grace, Newfoundland, and 
thence to New York. On conclusion of 
subsequent flight from New York to Call- 
fornia, Wing-Commander Kingsfore Smith 
conciuded first flight around the world. 
Wing-Commander Kingsford-Smith is now 
making a solo fiucht to Australia in a 
light aeroplane.

IMPERSONATION OF 
IRISH JOCKEY. 


DUBLIN GIRL UNDER 
ARREST,

It has just transpired through an 
official statement that, almost at the 
moment Michael Beary, the well-known 
Irish jockey, was riding the winner of the 
Cesarewitch at Newmarket, he was the 
object of another audacious attempt to 
defraud French banks and racing men by 
the use of his rame. 
A Welshman named Davies is serving 
a sentence in a French prison for asimilar, 
fraud committed less than twelve months 
ago. 


UNDER FALSE COLOURS. 

In the present case a gir] who was made 
up to resemble*a jockey presented herself 
at the banks in riding breeches, wearing a 
jacket and cap. ‘1 the well-known French 
colours of the Aga Khan. . 

Before the arrival of the pseudo jockey 
the bank manager in every case was called 
up on tue telephone, and told that Beary, 


ride in the Cesarewitch, would present 
himself at the bank almost at once with a 
cheque for a large sum. The person 
telephoning to thé manager claimed to be 
either a well-known French trainer or 
racehorse owner, and asked that the cash 
should be ready ‘or handing to “ Beary ”’ 
immediately he arrived. 


A FALL AT THE LAST FENCE. 

The ruse proved successful in all but 
one instance, so natural did the request 
seem to anyone acquainted with the delay 
involved in the ordinary way in paying 
cheques in France. 

A clerk at the last bank, however, 
resided at Maisons-Laffitte, the French 
Newmarket; and was a personal friend of 
the trainer who was supposed to have 
telephoned to the manager. This clerk 
informed the manager that the trainer 
had gone to England two days previously, 
and was not expected back before Satur- 
day, so that he could not have telephoned 
from his home that day 

The clerk also pointed out that Beary, 
who had often travelled by air, could not 
be under the delusion that at that hour 
any aeroplane could get him to Newmarket 
in time for a race to be run in less than 
an hour. 


‘MICHAEL BEARY ” SOBS. 

The police were called in, and the sup- 
posed jockey was invited into the manager’s 
room to answer a few questions. At first 
the impostor stuck to the story, but could 
not produce a passport, and finally broke 
down, and, between sobs, revealed to the 
astonished police that they were déaling 
with a girl of twenty. 

She gives the name of Mary Boyle, and 
says that she came from Dublin. Her 
story is that she was put up to the im- 
posture by the man in whose company she 
travelled to France from Ireland. This 
man had done all the talking to the bank 
managers, and had provided the costume, 
which had been bought at a Paris estab 
lishment where they cater for'fancy dress 
ball patrons. 

The girl refused to help the police in 
tracing the man, but the police have been 
informed that a man resembling a well- 
known trickster, who has victimised French 
racing people in the past, was seen to rush 
hurriedly from the vestibule of the bank 
after the pseudo jockey had been invited 
into the manager’s room. 


LONGEST BRIDGE IN 
THE WORLD, 


£1,400,000 ZAMBESI 
CONTRACT,

The Colonial Office announced yesterday 
that contracts had been signed between 
the Central Africa Railway Company, 
Ltd., and the Trans-Zambesia Railway 
Company, Ltd., on the one hand, and the 
Cleveland Bridge and Engineering Com- 
pany, Ltd., on the other, for the con- 
struction of a bridge across the River 
Zambesi and some twenty-five miles of 
railway on the south bank of the river 
to connect the existing lines of the Trans- 
Zambesi Railway and the Centa 1 Africa 
Railway. he total contract price is 
£1,4354,537. The construction of the bridge 
and connecting railway, which is expected 
to take at least three years to complete, 
will secure direct communication between 
Nyassaland and the port of Beira. At the 
same time the extension of the railway to 
tap Lake Nyassa, which has hitherto been 
without railway communication with the 
coast, is being begun. A new company, 
Nyassaland Railways, Ltd., has bcen 
formed to carry out these schemes. 

In addition, the Government of Nyassa- 
lan 1 j as undertaken the improvement of 
the roads of the protectorate and of the 
steamship service to Lake Nyassa. The 
total cost of these enterprises, including 
the construction of the bridge and 
approach railwav. is expected to amount 
to about “£3,250,000. Funds will be pro- 
vided from a loan to be raised by the 
Government of Nyassaland under the 
Palestine and East Africa Loans Act, 
1926, the interest on which will be 
guaranteed by the Imperial Government. 

A free g-ant of interest during the 
initial years up to a maximum of. £500,000 
is also being made by the Imperial 
Government out of the Colonial Develop- 
ment Fund. 

‘‘ Modern Tiansport’’ states :—‘t The 
project is one of outstanding importance ; 
for the new bridge, with a total length 
of no less than 11,650 feet 9 inchés, will 
rank as the longest railway brilge in the 
world, if by the length of the bridge it 
is to be understood the continuous length 
of the bridge over a river which has the 
same continuous width of waterway.”’

The Times to-day, in a leading article 
on “ Mr, Lloyd George’s Plans,” says :— 
In a speech so discreet that it lacked even 
a peroration Mr. Lloyd George yesterday 
elaborated before the Liberal Party Con- 
ference those plans for the conquest. of 
unemployment and the revival of agricul- 
ture which he put before the country at 
the last election. There was such studious 
moderation in the matter and so little 
novelty in the matter of his speech that 
it is clear that he has no thought of pre- 
cipitating a political crisis, He made it 
plain that his plans had been submitted 
to the Government through the Liberal 
representatives at the two-party con- 
ference, and that he had as yet no idea of 
the natufe Of their reéepiion; but by 
going out of his way to note the favourable 
symptoms in certain Ministerial state- 
ments—notably in Dr. Addison’s agricul- 
tural policy—he let it be inferred that he 
was only too anxious to continue co- 
operation with the present Government. 
The speech, therefore, augurs no change 
in the relationship between parties. 

Whether it wil lproduce any change in 
the relationship between a now apparently 
fundless Mr. Lloyd George and his own 
party is a more difficult question. His 
declaration, that the merits of protection 
and free trade can both be" examined 
without prejudice, must have seriously 
shocked a conference which spent most of 
its first day in chanting a Cobdenite 
litany.

A Reuter message received in Dublin 
this (Saturday) morning announces’ that 


is flying solo from England to Australia, 


was much later than was expected, and 
anxiety was beginning to be ak as to his 
fate. 

Wing-Commander Kingsford-Smith took 
off from Singapore on Friday at 6.16 a.m. 
local. time (the equivalent.of 11.15 p.m., 
Thursday, @.M.T.). for Sourabaya, on the 
north-eastern corner of the Island of Java. 
As the destination mentioned is just under 
one thousand miles from Singapore, or, 
say, ten hours’ flying at one hundred miles 
an hour, news was expected last evening, 
and there is no explanation as yet regard- 
ing the delay. which apparently occurred 
on the way. 

His machine, a Sports Avro-Avian 
light *plane, with a Gipsy engine, named 
the Southern Cross Junior, is capable of 
carrying 100 gallons of petrol, or sufficient 
to take him nearly 2,000 miles, and it was 
thought possible that he might have made 
a final eliort to overtake Flight-Lieutenant 
Hill,.or, at any rate, to furthe. cut. down 
the solo record for he flight, especially in 
view of his last ‘‘ record ) Seenkine 1,400 
miles hop from Rangoon to Singapore. 


FRIENDLY RIVAL MISSING. 

The latest news of his friendly rival, 
Flight-Licutenant Hill, who actually leit 
England four days earlier than Kingsford- 
Smith, was received by Reuter from Bima, 
Island of Sumbawa, in the Dutch East 
Indies, at 9.40 yesterday morning. It 
stated that he had arrived there from 
Sournbaya at 11 a.m. (local time) and 
had leit again at 11.30 for Atambua. 

In this case, had the announced pro- 
gramme been carried through, news might 
have been expected to reach London long 
since, as the distance from Bima to 
Atambua is only 750 miles. The Bima 
despatch intimated that Flight-Lieutenant 
Hill would take off again from Atambua 
last night for Port Darwin, thus under- 
taking the 500-mile flight across the Timor 
Sea to Australian soil by night.

From Our SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 
LONDON, Friday. 


A milestone has been reached in the 
work of the Imperial Conference. After 
guany days the heads of the delegations 

‘“‘have now completed tneir pre- 
liminary discussions on the whole 
agenda of the Conference, and have 
remitted to committees the various 
questions included in the agenda.”’ 

This thrilling announcement was made 
to-day, and we learnt that the heads of 
delegations now have decided to rest on 
their oars. No further meetings will be 
held until the committees begin to send 
in their reports. The imperial statesmen 
at last will be able to disport themselves 
on the golf links or to kill time in what- 
ever manner seems best to them. 

This week-end the leaders of the New 
Zealand and Newfoundland delegations, 
with their ladies, will be the guests of the 
rime Minister at Chequers, and will be 
joined there for lunch on Sunday by the 
other members of the New Zealand and 
South African delegations. 

All next week committees will be hard 
at work, because the Conference is anxious 
to get its reports as quickly as possible ; 
but a tremendous amount cf detailed dis- 
cussion must be gone through before even 
the least important of the committees will 
be able to report back to the heads. 


COUNTLESS QUESTIONS. 

I have been trying to discover how many 
questions have been referred by the heads 
of delegations to committees and sub- 
committees, and have lost count between 
sixty and seventy. This will give the man- 
in-the-street some rough idea of the really 
enormous amount of work that the Con- 
ference must complete before its members 
can set sail for their several homes across 
the seas. 

So far no decisions have been taken on 
anything. ‘The delegation chiefs gracefully 
have entrusted committtes with almost 
everything, and until these hard-working 
bodies report back nothing definite can 
be done. Several of them met to-day. The 
Committee on Arbitration and Disarma- 
ment held its third meeting under the

THE EMPIRE TRIBUNAL, 


The full Sankey Committee, having re- 
ferred these and other matters to sub- 
committees, has been discussing at some 
length the more important issues that have 
been sent on to it by the delegation 
heads. One of these is the Empire 
tribunal. This is probably the most vital 
of all the topics which Lord Sankey and 
his colleagues have to consider. Some of 
the delegates have become all hot and 
bothered over it. On the one hand, the 
more conservative among them take the 
view that the Privy Council is good 
enough for all practical purposes, and 
that another tribunal within the T7 npire 
would lead only to additional confusion. 
On the other hand, one or two delegates 
from Dominions that shall be name- 
less seem to have an irresistible gradh 
for The Hague. They would prefer 
foreigners to arbitrate in their disputes, 
and apparently would like nothing better 
than to run over to Holland a couple of 
times a year with imperial tittle-tattle. 
Nevertheless, some form of imperial 
tribunal probably “will emerge sooner or 
later from the deliberations of the Sankey 
Committee. Whether it will replace the 
Privy Council and the International Court 
oi Justice at The Hague—in respect of 
imperial disputes—or be complementary 
to both or either remains to be seen. 


ADVICE TO THE KING. 


Lord Sankey and his colleagues also are 
discussing the problems of advice to the 
King, the issue of full powers, the issue of 
exsequaturs to foreign Consuls, and the 
phraseology of official documents, 

I should like at this point to deny the 
suggestion that any delegates have advo- 
cated the use of the words é chara and 
mise le meas in official documents. The 
matter never has been mentioned, and I 
am surprised that the statement should 
have gained credence anywhere. The poor 
experts have enough to worry them 
already. 

Up to the present no decisions of any 
kind have been taken in respect of the 
matters that have been referred to the 
Sankey Committee and passed on by it to 
committees and sub-committees of ex- 
perts. Every committee will prepare 
its own report, which will be submitted to 
Lord Sankey and his coadjutors. They 
then will draft a report more or Jess on 
the lines of the Balfour Report of 1926, 
and it will be for the heads of delegations 
to accept, rejéct or amend this document 
as they may think fit. The last word on 
everything will rest with the heads. That 
is why they need a rest. 

Other committees that met this after- 
noon were those of Statistics and 
Research. I beg the pardon of the latter 
body. It is neither a committee nor a 
sub-committee, but a ‘‘ sub-conference,”’ 
which apparently is something entirely 
different. Just what it is I do not profess 
to know, but as one of its tasks is the 
investigation of problems of the preserva- 
tion and transport of food, it is of some 
importance to the Free State. 

The Committee of Statistics is keeping 
some imperial mathematicians awake at 
nights. It seems that existing data are 
insufficient to give the uninitiated public 
a proper idea of the number of every 
thing Ahat éxists in the Empire. The 
square root of minus one is only a flea- 
bite in comparison with some of the 
posers that have been brought before thie 
august body, and if Professor Einstein 
were “a citizen of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations.” instead of a mere 
jerman, he doubtless would have been 
pressed into service long ago. 

Seriously, the work of the Conference is 
progressing—in the tortuous way that 
aig. assembles have. After next week 
we probably shal] have some recommenda- 
tions on a number of trivial ints. 
What everybody wants to know and what 
nobody can discover is what the British 
Government is going to do about the 
Bennett plan. That is the thing that

FORMER TRANS-ATLANTIC 
FLIGHTS. 

September, 1927—Attempted flight of 
Captain McIntosh and Colonel J. C. Fitz- 
maurice in Fokker monoplane, the Prin 
cess Xenia. Bad weather over the Atlantic 
forced the two airmen to jettison their 
main petrol supply and make for home, 
where a forced landing was efiected on 
Beale Strand, Ballybunion, Co. Kerry. 
Subsequently the Princess Xenia, renamed 
The Spider, made notable flights with the 
Duchess of Bedford and @aptain Barnard, 
particularly the famous flight to Karachi 
and back. 

April 12-13, 1928—First trans-Atlantic 
flight from East to West by the German 
Junkers monoplane, Bremen, with Ger- 
man-[rish crew, composed of the late 
Baron von Huenefeld, sponsor of the 
flight ; Captain Herman Kohl and Colonel 
J. C. Fitzmaurice, then officer command- 
ing the Irish Free State Air Corps. After 
a nazardous flight and after being nearly 
forty hours in the air, a landing was 
eilected on Greenly Island, Straits of 
Belle Isle, between Newfoundland and 
mainland of Canada. Bremeri monoplane 
badly damaged in landing on ice-covered 
lake and has never flown since. She is 
now hung in Central Railway Station, 
New York. 

June 24-25, 1930—Flight of Wing-Com- 
mander Kingsford-Smith, Captain J. P. 
Saul, Irish navigator; Mr. Van Dyk, 
Dutch assistant pilot, and Mr. J. W.- 
Stannage, wireless operator, in Southern 
Cross i1‘okker monoplane from Baldonnel 
to Harbour Grace, Newfoundland, and 
thence to New York.

ONE WILLED AND TWO 
WOUNDED,

CALUUTTA, triday. 

An armed dacoity was. carried out with 
exceptional daring this evening in a street 
iargely inhabited by Armenian merchants. 

Four Bengal youths entered a shop be- 
longing to two vendors of piece goods, and 
confronted the cashier, who was counting 
out the day’s takings, with a revolver and 
a dagger. Terrified, the man was obliged 
to hand over the till, which contained 
twenty thousand rupees. 

As they \.ere leaving with their booty 
the robbers were challenged by the door- 
keeper, an up-country man, who was shot 
dead on the spot. 

A head constable on duty near by, on 
hearing the shot, courageously engaged the 
bandits, and a running fight ensued.

IMPERSONATION OF 
IRISH JOCKEY. 


DUBLIN GIRL UNDER

PARIS, Friday. 
It has just transpired: through an 
official statement that, almost at the 
moment Michael Beary, the well-known 
Irish jockey, was riding the winner of the 
Cesarewitch at Newmarket, he was the 
object of another audacious attempt to 
defraud French banks and racing men by 
the use of his name, 

A Welshman named Davies is serving 
a sentence in a French prison for asimilar, 
fraud committed less than twelve months 
ago. 


UNDER FALSE COLOURS. 

In the present case a gir] who was made 
up to resembleva jockey presented herself 
at the banks in riding breeches, wearing a 
jacket and cap. 1 the well-known French 
colours of the Aga Khan. 

Before the arrival of the pseudo jockey 
the bank manager in every case was called 
up on tue telephone, and told that Beary, 
who was urgently wanted in England to 
ride in the Cesarewitch, would present 
himself at the bank almost at once’ with a 
cheque for a large sum. The person 
telephoning to thé manager claimed to be 
either a well-known French trainer or 
racehorse owner, and asked that the cash 
should be ready “or handing to “ Beary ”’ 
‘immediately he arrived. 


A FALL AT THE LAST FENCE. 
The ruse proved successful in all but 
one instance, so natural did the request 
‘seem to anyone acquainted with the delay 
‘Involved in the ordinary way in paying 
cheques in France. 

A clerk at the last bank, however, 
resided at Maisons-Laffitte, the French 
Newmarket; and was a personal friend of 
the trainer who was supposed to have 
telephoned to the manager. This clerk 
informed the manager that the trainer 
had gone to England two days previously, 
and was not expected back before Satur- 
day, so that he could not have telephoned 
from his home that day 

The clerk also pointed out that Beary, 
who had often travelled by air, could not 
be under the delusion that at that hour 
any aeroplane could get him to Newmarket 
in time for a race to be run in less than 
an hour. 


“MICHAEL BEARY ” SOBS. 

The police were called in, and the sup- 
posed jockey was invited into the manager s 
room to answer a few questions. At first 
the impostor stuck to the story, but could 
not produce a passport, and finally broke 
down, and, between sobs, revealed to the 
astonished police that they were déaling 
with a girl of twenty. 

She gives the name of Mary Boyle, and 
says that she came from Dublin. Her 
story is that she was put up to the im- 
posture by the man in whose company she 
travelled to France from Ireland. This 
man had done all the talking to the bank 
managers, and had provided the costume, 
which had been bought at a Paris estab 
lishment where they cater for fancy dress 
ball patrons. 

The girl refused to help the police in 
tracing the man, but the police have been 
informed that a man resembling a well- 
known trickster, who has victimised French 
racing people in the past, was seen to rush 
hurriedly from the vestibule of the bank 
after the pseudo jockey had been invited 
into the manager’s room,

£1,400,000 ZAMBESI 
CONTRACT,

The Colonial Office announced yesterday 
that contracts had been signed between 
the Central Africa Railway Company, 
Ltd., and the Trans-Zambesia Railway 
Company, Ltd., on the one hand, and the 
Cleveland Bridge and Engineering Com- 
pany, Ltd., on the other, for the con- 
struction of a bridge across the River 
Zambesi and some twenty-five miles of 
railway on the south bank of the river 
to connect the existing lines of the Trans- 
Zambesi Railway and the Centz.1 Africa 
Railway. “he total contract price is 
£1,434,537. The construction of the bridge 
and connecting railway, which is expected 


to take at least three years to complete, 
will secure direct communication between 
Nyassalana and the port of Beira. At the 
same time the extension of the railway to 
tap Lake Nyassa, which has hitherto been 
without railway communication with the 
coast, is being begun. A new company, 
Nyassaland Railways, Ltd., has bcen 
formed to carry out these schemes. 

In addition, the Government of Nyassa- 
lan! i as undertaken the improvement of 
the roads of the protectorate and of the 
steamship service to Lake Nyassa. The 
total cost of these enterprises, including 
the construction of the bridge and 
approach railway. is expected to amount 
to about “£3,250,000. Funds will be pro- 
vided from a loan to be raised by the 
Government oí Nyassaland under the 
Palestine and East Africa Loans Act, 
1926, the interest on which will be 
guaranteed by the Imperial Government. 

A free gant of interest during the 
initial years up to a maximum of £500,000 
is also being made by the Imperial 
Government out of the Colonial Develop- 
ment Fund. 

“Modern Tiansport’’ states :—‘* The 
project is one of outstanding importance ; 
for the new bridge, with a total length 
of no less than 11,650 feet 9 inchés, will 
rank as the longest railway brilge in the 
world, if by the length of the bridge it 
is to be understood the continuous length

A Reuter message received in Dublin 
this (Saturday) morning announces’ that 
Wing-Commander Kingsford-Smith, who 
is flying solo from England to Australia, 
arrived safely at Sourabaya. His arrival 
was much later than was expected, and 
anxiety was beginning to be felt as to his 
fate. 

Wing-Commander Kingsford-Smith took 
of from Singapore on Friday at 6.16 a.m, 
local time (the equivalent of 11.15 p.m., 
Thursday, C.M.T.) for Sourabaya, on the 
north-eastern corner of the Island of Java. 
As the destination mentioned is just under 
one thousand miles from Singapore, or, 
say, ten hours’ flying at one hundred miles 
an hour, news was expected last evening, 
and there is no explanation as yet regard- 
ing the delay. which apparently occurred 
on the way. 

His machine, a Sports Avro-Avian 
light “plane, with a Gipsy engine, named 
the Southern Cross Junior, is capable of 
carrying 100 gallons of petrol, or sufficient 
to take him nearly 2,000 miles, and it was 
thought possible that he might have made 
a final efiort to overtake Flight-Lieutenant 
Hill, .or, at any rate, to furthe. cut. down 
the solo record for the flight, especially in 
view of his last ‘‘ record ” breaking 1,400 
miles hop from Rangoon to Singapore. 


FRIENDLY RIVAL MISSING.

IMPORTANT HOTEL 
LAW DECISION. 


A WOMAN'S LOST RING. 


If you miss something belonging to you 
while you are staying at an hotel, can you 
make the hotel pay for your loss? Mr. Justice 
Rigby Swift had some important things to 
say about the legal answer to this question 
in. a lawsuit in London yesterday. 

Mr. Fred C. Carpenter, a solicitor, who 
lives in King’s Gardens, Hove, stayed at the. 
Haymarket Hotel with his wife.. During their 
stay Mrs. Carpenter placed her diamond ring 
—valued at £45—in her jewel case, which 
was then deposited in. a suitcase. Closing 
the ‘self-locking door of the bedroom after 
them, they went to a dance. The ring was 
missed the next day, and damages were 
claimed from the Haymarket Hotel, Ltd. 

Judge Turner, at Westminster County 
Court, found for the hotel company. He de- 
cided that the hotel company was not lable, 
because they published a notice that valuables 
should be deposited in the hotel office. 

Yesterday Mrs. Carpenter appealed to the 
King’s Bench Division.. Allowing the appeal 
with costs, Mr. Justice Swift said:—‘' The 
proposition that because a woman who took 
off ker ring did not trot at once to the hotel 
office with it shows that. she relieved the 
hotel keeper of his common law liability to 
protect the property against loss of theft, is 
an unarguable one. '

DIFFERENCES OF OPINION. 

The Times Parliamentary Correspon- 
dent writes to-day:—There was a large 
attendance of Ministers at a special meet- 
ing of the Cabinet held last night and 
lasting for over two hours. It is under- 
stood that t?« meeting was called to dis- 
pose of the business left over from Wed- 
nesday, since the agenda then was excep- 
tionally heavy, and that Ministers were 
also concerned with matters arising out 
of the Imperial Conference, chiefly as they 
affect Empire trade. While the differences 
of opinion in the Cabinet are hardly con- 
cealed, i; would be premature, at the 
least, to discuss them in terms of a crisis. 
Ministers, however, will be meeting Par- 
liament on Tuesday week, and recent 
events have made an early declaration of 
policy unavoidable. 

Quite apart from the proposals which 
confront them, and will require an answer 
ultimately in the Conference, the Cabinet 
are being pressed from different quarters 
to adopt a policy for unemployment that 
shall consist of more than payments and 
palliatives. These embarrassments will 
be felt acutely when the outline of the 
King’s Speech, with which the new 
session will be opened, is considered. 
Week after week discloses a new con- 
vergence of opinion in favour of safe. 
guarding methods and reciprocity in 
Empire trade. There is a growing feeling 
among members of all parties that, 
whether one looks at economic policy at 
home or abroad, definite conclusions are 
being steadily forced upon the Govern 
ment. 

It is probable that the Conservative 
section of the Opposition will desire to 
raise the subject in the House of Com- 
mons as soon as possible. They’ may take 
the opportunity afforded to them by the 
debate on the Address, although the work 
of the Imperial Conference will not have 
been finished when Parliament re- 
assembles-

“1 hope yours will not become like Har- 
row—a school merely for the rich,” said Sir 
Charles Trevelyan, Minister of Education, 
addressing the boys of the Coatham Schoul, 
Redcar, and their parents, at the annual 
prize distribution yesterday. 

“At Harrow, in the days when I was 
being educated, the conception of Education 
was not very wide,” he said. “I do not 
believe in trying to make all boys do the 
same thing, and I think it is a very mis- 
taken idea to try to make boys very wise 
by classical education. I think it was a 
rather dreary and silly effort to try to 
make me write Greek verse before I could 
write good English. The practical techni- 
cian matters as much as the scholar. It is 
as important to produce locomotives, engines 
and ships as it is to produce poems or his- 
tories. It should be the aim of the school 
to send boys on to technical colleges, as well 
as to the universities. 

“In my view, the schools, above any- 
thing else in our country, ought to be an 
instrument of social unity. If all the boys 
in the country were educated together then 
we should see grow up an ult society 
without social severances. 

“ At Harrow the evil of the school was 
the football’ and cricket captains, and no one 
else. The boys did not believe in brains; 
they only believed in brawn. But the truth 
is, that the boy who is most worth “Árann 
is the boy who can combine both inteilectua 
and athletic vigour.’’ 

HEADMASTER’S REPLY. 

Dr. Cyril Norwood, Headmastef of Harro-v, 
said to a Press Association reporter last 
night: “1 think it rather ha that sir 
Charles Trevelyan should pick out his old 
school for strictures which he knows very 
well apply to all the schools of the period 
when he was a boy. 

‘The fact that he himself is Minister cf 
Education, and that there are still more 
distinguished members of his [amily who were 
also at Harrow, would go to show that 
Harrow has not done them any harm.”

INFORMATIONS REFUSED. 

In the LIMERICK District Court yester- 
day, Justice Flood refused informations on 
the charge of embezzlement of £120 preferred 
against Mr. Michael Fitzpatrick, district 
manager of the Br.tannic Insurance Company. 
The evidence went to show that in the course 
of inquiries the money was not ac- 
counted for, and when questioned 
by the Irish manager, Mr. Leonard, 
of Dublin, the defendant stated that he 
would not hand up the money until he re- 
ceived a written explanation as to why he 
was dismissed. Giving evidence, the accused 
man emphatically denied the charge of em- 
bezzlement, and said that he thought he was

Jus 
tice Flood said that it was the best course to 
pursue. There was no evidence, he said, to 
sustain the charge of embezzlement, and ne 
refused informations. 


LIMERICK BOY KILLED. 

William Keehan (7), son of a labourer, 
while crossing Clare street, LIMERICK, on 
Thursday night, was struck by a motor car. 
The boy died in Barrington’s Hospital yes- 
terday from injuries to the head. 

“A NEW LEGAL INDUSTRY." 

According to a barrister a new legal indus- 
try has been discovered in Dundalk—the 
bringing of actions by people upon whom 
shop-window blinds fall. In one such case 
heard at DUNDALK Court yesterday, Mr. 
Campbell, barrister-at-law, appeared for the 
applicant, and objected to an adjournment 
applied for. In these cases there was being 
set up, he said, a new legal industry. For 
seven years there had only been one sun- 
blind case in Dublin, and in one week they 
had three of them in Dundalk. Now that 
these cases were coming on in such numbers 
it was most unreasonable for a solicitor to 
nip the new legal industry in the bud. 
(Laughter.) Judge Devitt said that while he 
agreed that a new legal industry must not be 
nipped in the bud it must be kept within 
reasonable bounds. (Laughter.) He granted 
the application for an adjournment. 


A COUNTY MEDICAL OFFICER. 

The Free State Local Government Depart- 
ment has addressed to the CLARE County 
Council: and the Clare Board of Health a 
communication in which it declares that the 
ri, Sgn of a County Medical Officer for 
Clare cannot be further deferred. The De- 
partment also states that one outstanding 


‘feature of modern health administration has 


been the effort to diminish the risk of 
maternal mortality and the wastage of infant 
life due to preventable causes. Considerable 
success in that respect has been achieved in 
many districts, but unfortunately this does 
not apply to Clare. To meet the problem 
the appointment of a County Medical Officer 
of Health, to centralise the supetvision of 
midwives and the setting up of maternity and 
child welfare centres present a suitable 
remedy. 


COUNTY LONGFORD ROADS. 

The Free State Local Government Depart- 
ment has informed LONGFORD County Coun- 
cil that there will be no further grants given 
for road maintenance in the county until in- 
quiry is made by the Department’s engineers 
into the bad condition of the roads kept by 
the grants, and the neglect to observe hedge- 
cutting regulations. 


PROTECTION OF WILD BIRDS. 

Lord Granard wrote to the Secretary of 
LONGFORD County Council pointing out 
that the Wild Birds Protection Act had not 
been adopted by the Council. The Act, he 
stated, had been adopted by Westmeath 
County Council, though, he feared. it was 
net as yet vigorously enforced, as goldfinches 
caught in Westmeath were brought to Edge- 
worthstown (Co. Longford), and sent by rail 
from there, He expressed the hope that the 
Act would be enforced by Longford County 
Council. When the matter was brought be- 
foré a special meeting of that body, Mr. 
Tuite proposed, and Mr. Power seconded, the 
adovtion of the Act in Longford. Mr. 
Sullivan proposed an amendment, which was 
seconded by Mr. Brady. Mr. Tuite said that 
a great number of goldfinches was being 
caught and sent to England in close boxes. 
A large number died in the boxes, and those 
that survived were operated on with hot
